The 
action of this alkaloid upon affeeted human 
tissue is to increase artificially its necrotic 
condition, which would cut off the supplies 
for the bacilli. Further, *‘ the tissue which 
had become necrotic over a large extent 
would decay and detach itself, and carry off 
and eject the enclosed bacilli.” In other 
words, the fatal microbes would be starved 
out, or poisoned out —it is hard to tell which. 
Of the success and grandeur of the discovery 
there seems to be but little doubt. Prof. Vir- 
chow’s expressions of distrust have been in- 
terpreted as rather a warning with reference 
to the selection of new cases for treatment 


than of doubt as to the eflicacy of the rem-| 


edy. 





The Nicaragua Canal enterprise lags. It has 
had to contend all along with the distrust en- 
gendered by the failure of the Panama proj- 
ect. Moreover, a more careful estimate of 
the cost of the work proposed has raised the 
figures from $65,000,000 to $100,000,000. 
Partly to stimulate confidence, and partly as a 
desirable measure of national policy, a gov- 
ernmental guarantee of the funds for the con- 
struction of the Canal has found favor in the 
Senate; that is to say, the committee on For- 
eign Affairs of that body are unanimous in 
recommending that the charter of the com- 


pany be amended by the addition of a section | 


in which the company’s bonds, principal and 
interest, to the amount of $100,000,000 at 3 
per cent. torun 100 years, shall be guaranteed 
by the United States government, 70 per cent. 
of the same to be retained in the Treasury. 
Some scurrilous attacks have been made upon 
the managers of this enterprise for seeking a 
support which was flatly denied them two 
years ago when their charter was granted: 
but there is this to be said in their favor, that 
they have not inaugurated a wildcat scheme 
which can end only in defeat — the route pro- 
posed is perfectly feasible; and they have not 
been cager to float their bonds in foreign 
markets where their speedy sale might carry 
with them privileges which would prove a 
serious embarrassment to this country in fut- 
ure emergencies. They deserve to succeed. 
Says the New York Times: ‘*'The proposed 
guarantee attains a purpose that has been 
cherished and advised by leading American 
statesmen for a generation. Commercially 
the completion of the canal reduces the 
length of the water route to San Franci-co by 
10,000 miles. It makes our 10,000 miles of 
Pacific coast line practically continuous with 
the Atlantic coast line. And for purposes of 
defense or for effecting a proper disposition 
of our naval forces it offers advantages that it 
would be sheer recklessness toignore. It makes 
our navy doubly valuable because doubly 
effective. Canals that have only a commer- 
cial reason for their existence will be built 
by private capital if they are worth building. 
But it will hardly be denied by intelligent 
citizens of the United States that in return 
for this guarantee to a company that in all 
likelihood will carry on a very profitable 
business, enabling it to pay its debts without 
recourse to the federal treasury, the govern. 
ment obtains a guarantee of its own protec- 
tion worth vastly more than any sum it binds 
itself conditionally to pay.” 





Now that the Indians have surrendered, and 
the work of disarming them is going on, it is 
well to be reminded, as we are by Commis- 
sioner Morgan in a recent address, that the 
Indians asa whole are by po means aa idle 
and worthless as they are supposed to be; 
that 185,000 out of the total number of 244,- 
000 are self-supporting; that the civilizing 
processes of education are being applied to 
16,000 Indian boys and girls, and might eca- 
sily be extended so as to include the whole 
body of Indian youth; that the Indians are 
not generally addicted to drink; that they 
are peaceable if let alone and fairly dealt 
with; and that the Indian bureau is adminis- 


‘tered as honestly as any other department of 


the government. These are facts which come 
from a responsible source and need to be em- 


phasized. Bishop Hare has also uttered a 
recent word on this same general topic. 


| Many things could be done, he believes, to 


better the condition of the Indian. He thinks 

\they should be paid for their land in money 
instead of beef and bacon and a suit o 
,clothes. The whites look on the Indians 
| who come to the agencies to get rations as 
| paupers, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Indians are simply getting paid for valu- 
able things that they had given up. ‘There 
was a vast deal of shrinkage in rations, he 
said, whether by dishonesty or otherwise. 
The government agreed to furnish the Indians 
with so much beef. They sent to the agency 
beef 1.000 pounds to the Fead. The Indians 
got 100 pounds to the head. * Give the In- 
dian silver dollars,” he said, ** pay him in 
bullion for his lands. With money he ean 
Start in business for himself. Pay them so 
much each month, and give them no rations. 
The solution of the Indian question lies in 
the treating of the Indian in every respect as 
a white man. Give him money, and let him 
have the use of it. If he wastes his first 
month's stipend and he suffers, it will teach 
him not to be so foolish again. Give him 
money.”

Such irregular, spasmodic 
methods can never secure the desired results, 
and they are too costly if they could. But 
the churches need a larger working force. 
Methodism cannot, indeed, return to the old 
circuits, with their three or four preachers; 
but it must retain that characteristic of vital- 
ity — the power to digest and unify available 
resources, auc to adjust itself to the conditions 
of the times. Any system which is inflexible 
must break down. A living organism has 
adaptability, and the highest and most com- 
plete has the largest range of diversity in 
unity. So it is evident that the methods of 
ehurch work must undergo some serious modi- 
fications to meet the needs of society. Among 
the needed changes is that already suggested 
—the increase of ministerial force in the 
local church. One man can no longer do the 
vast and varied work of pulpit and parish. 

in this connection it may be proper to sug- 
gest whether service and better training may 
not be given to our theological students. 
Books and lectures and languages are well, 
and dormitories and comforts and elegancies, 
perhaps. So are opportunities to hear the 
most eloquent and successful preachers. But 
would it not be better on the whole 
theologues, like the deaconesses, were each 
assigned to service in some church, and re- 
quired to assist the pastor so many hours per 
week in pastoral visiting, conducting meet- 
ings and preaching? All the better if, like 
the early itinerants, they were so appointed 
“to change at the end of three months.” The 
ehureh needs this work. Not less do the 
young menneed to feel obligation to, and to 
be brought into closer heart-beat with, the 
living body. We do not want by any cloister 
life to train a separate caste in the church.

NOT AS SEEING THE INVISIBLE 

| EV. GEORGE SKENE, of Somerville, 
in a recent sermon, beautifully and im- 
pressively illustrated the difficulty with 
which the unregenerate soul comprehends 
the deep things of God. I go back, said he, 
intoa New England household in 1790, and 
gather with the family about the plain pine 
table of an evening as they sit reading from 
the light of a single candle the scant liter- 
ature of the home. I say to them: It will 
not be long before an invisible wire will pen- 
etrate your house, and in place of this dim 
light that wire will bring you a flame nearly 
as clear and brilliant as that of the sun. But 
the family, with one voice, will protest that 
my prophecy is visionary, impracticable and 
impossible. 

I spend the night with the family. It ia 
midwinter, cold, and there is a pelting storm 
of snow. Iam awakened at midnight with 
the announcement that the dearest, because 
the youngest, child of the family is taken 
dangerously ill. The father hastens through 
the snow more than a mile away to secure 
the faithful physician. As he returns and 
tells of the pitiless storm which he has en- 
countered, bringing the physician who re- 
lieves the fright of the family by assuring 
them that the illness is not dangerous, I say 
to them: It will not be long before your 
house will be connected with that of your 
physician by a wire, and by a device attached 
to it in your home and in his office, you will 
eall him up and summon him when needed, 
and he will answer your request with the as- 
suring word, ‘Il am coming, I am coming.” 
But the family deem this prophecy more un- 
reasonable and impracticable than the other. 
They do not believe what I tell them because 
they cannot understand it. 

So, when we tell people of the power of 
the incarnate Christ upon a receptive soul, 
and of the work of the Holy Spirit in the 
process of spiritual salvation, they say: It 
is visionary and impossible; we cannot ap- 
prehend it; indeed, to be frank, we doubt the 
truth of such a declaration. 

I cannot, continued he, explain the philos- 
ophy of salvation; but because I cannot ex- 
plain it, and youcannot comprehend it, it does 
not make it unreal and untrue. ‘The electric 
light and the telephone are no less a reality 
because my New England family of 1790 
could not believe such discoveries possible. 

Come with me and witness anew this 
stranze power to save. Suppose, if you can, 
that we have never heard the voice of prayer. 
Enter yonder sanctuary. There is a man on his 
knees with his eyes lifted upward. I listen. 
He is talking into the air. There is an ex- 
pression of victory on his lips. Something 
like this he is saying: ‘*O Jesus, Thou didst 
come upon this earth to reveal God to me! 
Thou didst reveal a Father who loves and 
forgives. Thou didst pity men and forgive

their sins. ‘Thou didst die upon the cross for 
me and for all men. Thou didst ascend into 
heaven and art now my Intercessor and De- 
fender. Glory to Thy name! I am now for- 
given, my guilt is all removed, and I am 
saved.” As I listen to that prayer, 1 cannot 
understand all that it means, but it brings, 
with my deeper sense of guilt, hepe and 
promise. I go to the spot where the praying 
man still kneels, fall beside him, and begin 


/myself to ask for what he claims he has re-

Behold, I too am praying! And 
while I pray the burden of my guilt is lifted ; 
the Christ is revealed to me as the power of 
God unto salvation. I, too, am saved. I 
-annot tell how it was done; but dol not 
know that it is gloriously and forever true? 

Praying souls, therefore, shall experience 
the verity of that which the intellect may 
fail to apprehend.

“The Old-Time Religion” in Georgia. 
MONG the current writers of the New South, 
\ Colonel Richard Maleolm Johnston, of 
Georgia, is conspicuous for genial humor, sound 
sense, and home-like, simple description. He illus- 
trates phases of old-time raral life, some of which 
disappeared with the fall of slavery. His colors are 
simple but warm, and a variety of characters stand 
out upon his canvas which afford the observer both 
amusement and isstruction. ‘*Old Mark Langs- 
ton,”’ ‘** Absalom Billingslea’’ and the ‘* Dukesboro 
Tales’ have been greatly enjoyed at the North as 


| well as the South. 


In the ‘‘ Ogeechee Cross firings,’’ fresh from the 
press of the Harpers, the author deals successfully 
with types of religious life. The story belongs to 
the transition geriod. The old still remains, but men 
of the new era already begin to advance upon the 
stage. The Baptists and Methodists are the main 
contestants for the field, the former being strong 
with the crass rural elements, while the latter, ear- 
liest affected by educational and refining influences, 
are becoming conspicuous in the cities of the South.

Rev. Allen Swinger, a notable character whom no 
one who had met him could ever forget, was the cir- 
cuit preacher. He was a survival cf the tertiary 
period, a frontiersman who had lived on into a set- 
tled age, the Peter Cartwright of the South, a man 
of rude energy, of dauntless courage, of irrepress- 
ible convictions, broad and generous humor, and a 
piety, as his neighbors believed, equal to his cour- 
age and physical strength. A pugilist in his youth, 
who had won his wife, if rumor tell the truth, by 
overcoming, in a personal rencontre, a formidable 

} antagonist, he retained under soberer professions a 
savor of the old nature. Under the Gospel armor 
he bad assumed, the spirit of combativeness would 
often flame up, making him quite willing to use 
what he called sledge-hammer logic In temper and 
tastes he was positive and aggressive. He believed 
in nothing at halves. His faith one of the 
things which could not be shaken. To him heaven 
{and hell were verities, which he preached without 
any of the modern refinements of theology. For 
such a son of thunder muscular Christianity was 
not unsuitable. But, vigorous as he was, the old 
pioneer was not a hard man; he had a heart of flesh 
and was moved by the most generous sympathies. 
Tears of compassion often fell with the thunder 
bolts of wrath. 

Rev. Mr. Bullington stands 
Hard shell Baptist. He alsois a survival from the 
flood. Tall, like Mr. Swinger, he is of beavier build 
and gloomier aspect. Indeed, those who had known 
him long aver that he never smiled save when made 
conscious of some personal or denominational ad- 
vantage. As might be supposed, he is narrow in his 
range of thought and sympathy, and dogmatic in 
temper. His small modicum of truth is held witha 
vengeance. To him, immersion is the door to salva- 
tion, and all who hope to get safely into the kingdom 
may best take the route by Horeb Church. 

But the hero of the story is Henry Doster, the 
junior preacher under Allen Swinger. A type of the 
new order of preachers entering the denomination, 
Doster is at once young, handsome, talented and elo 
quent. Unlike the earlier men, he studied at the 
university and enters upon his work with ample in- 
tellectual furnishing. But learning has not spoiled 
| him, for he is as devout as accomplished. Hisisa 
| beautiful character —an idealization, possibly, of 
the late Bishop G. F. Peirce, to whom the book is 
| dedicated, and ‘‘who was, during many years, the 
author's close neighbor and friend, whose love of the 
| humorous both as a bearer and rehearser, whose 
| marvelous personal beauty, whose devout, innocent 
life, and whose unrivalled eloquence, made him of

A distinguished compa- 
ny you invited, and a rare feast was spread. I might 
call it ‘the feast of reason and flow of soul,’ but I 
would name it ‘a genuine love feast."

‘*Your note on the harmful effect of non religious 
societies upon church members is timely. Many 
clergymen have been unwittingly entrapjed, and 
like myself continue a nominal membership because 
of life insurance involved. But while I once de- 
fended them against extremists who oppose them 
simply because they are secret, I have been com- 
pelled to convictions that now force a withdrawal of 
endorsement. This is almost without exception 
true, that those persons who are most active in the 
secret societies are /east active spiritua'ly in the 
church, and only last week a young man of my 
church who had only been a member a few months 
of one of the least objectionable secret so-ieties, felt 
obliged to withdraw or lose his spiritual power. 
Dancing, convivial clubs and excursions, tobacco 
smoke and ante-room smut are too much for one 
hungering and thirsting after righteousness.’’

Hampshire Conference come these corroborative | 


words on the same subject : — 


‘‘T want to thank you for your expressed sympa- 
thy with Dr. Carodine in the matter of ‘ societies’ 
and ‘lodges... May I add a word of testimony? I[n 
one of my charges there was held in the Methodist 
church the funeral services of a man known to be 
intemperate and reputed to have died of de irium 
tremens. The services were conducted by a frater 
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| 
nal society, and participated in by prominent mem- 
bers of my church. In the ceremony at the grave it 
was distinctly stated that the departed brother had 
gone to the ‘Grand Lodge above.’ A few months 
afterwards a worthy member of the church died. 
The services were held in the same church, the same 
society conducted the ceremony at the grave, and ihe 
same man publicly stated that the departed brother 
had gone tothe ‘Grand Lodge above.’ In the pres 
ence of the people, voung and old, men supposed to 
be Christians declared that their society had a ‘ Grand 
Lodge’ in the hereafter, that that Lodge was 
‘above,’ and that the intemperate man and the 
member of the Christian Church had gone at death 
tu the same place.”’

The best | 
treasure is sometimes stored in earthen | 
vessels; and the most precious Gospel | 
sometimes is wrapped in homely sen- 
tences. ‘To me,” said the elder Dr. 
Bond, ‘* John Nelson, the stone mason, | 
is the best preacher.”’ He bore no smell 
of books, was not a cloistered man. 
The freshness of nature and the exu-| 
berance of grace were in all his utter- 
ances. He was as a flame of fire in the 
dry stubble; he set all Yorkshire in a 
blaze. He was a true and able minis- 
ter, not by reason of being in the tact- 
ual succession, or reaching the high 
water-mark of scholarship, but by se- 
curing the end of all preaching — the 
renewal of human nature and the un- 
folding of the spiritual life. To se- 
cure this end, men must preach Christ, 
in His life and death, in His resurrec- 
tion, ascension, and saving efficacy. 
We must not only know Him, but feel 
His power. The simple and faithful 
preaching of Christ will never be in 
vain; it will prove a savor of life 
unto life.

The first vote on lay representation was 
taken in 1862. The whole number voting 
was 76,739 — 28,884 voting for, and 47,855 
against The second vote was taken in 
June, 1869. Dr. Fry, of the Central Chris- 
tian Advocate, in the issue of Jan. 14, has a 
very able and comprehensive editorial, from 
which we gratefully take the following par- 
agraph : — 

‘But the situation is not the same now 
that it was in 1869. The subject of lay rep- 
resentation had been presented before the 
General Conference of 1852 and each suc- 
ceeding General Conference. Then, as now, 
the organ of the opposition was the New 
York Advocate. But the Methodist, an inde- 
pendent paper edited by Rev. Dr. George R. 
Crooks, now of Drew Seminary, espoused 
the cause of lay representation of 1561. 
Some prominent and wealthy laymen organ- 
ized a society to secure its adoption, spend- 
ing thousands of dollars and keeping two 
laymen, Dr. James Strong and Mr. Charles 
W. Bond, three years in the field working 
for it. It had the active labors and influence 
of Dr. Abel Stevens and Dr. John McClin- 
tock. Bishop Simpson, then in the maturity 
of his great powers, was its advocate on the 
platform. And yet when it came to the vot- 
ing only one in ten of the membership of the 
church voted for it. Yet now when more 
than one in ten of the entire membership in 
full connection vote for the admission of the 
women, an attempt is made to show that this 
expression of opinion should have no weight 
in the determination of the question. All this 
talk about the inadequacy of the vote is 
only the common plea of the minority.”

The Methodist church at East Greenwich 
has been greatly improved at a cost of about 
The following description of the im- 
provements is clipped fromthe Rhode Island 
Pendulum, published in East Greenwich. I 
will add, however, that this church was 
formed in 1792, and is, therefore, almost a 
century old. 


‘The church has been raised 2 1-2 feet; | 
two rooms between the vestry and the room 
beneath the choir annex opened into the ves 
try, andthe furnace room and the vestry en- 
try-way changed into rooms. While work on 
these was going on, the front of the church 
was changed so its oldest friend would not 
recognize it. The steps were removed, and a 
vestibule was added, which, as a whole, isa 
thing of beauty, and will be a joy to genera- | 
tions to come. Entering the door, to the | 
right and left stairs conduct one to landings 
at the doors of the auditorium above, while a | 
wide hallway leads to the door of the vestry 
below. On the right of the hallway are the 
library and infant class-rooms, on the left a 
room for the Bible class. In the rear of the 
vestry or lecture-room is the Epworth League 
room, beneath which is the furnace room. 
All the lower rooms, except the latter, have 
hard-finish walls and ceilings, and, with | 
the new system of heating, can bid defiance 
to cold and dampness. In the auditorium an 
iron ceiling has replaced the crumbling plas- 
ter. In this room the ceiling is painted in | 
olives with a dado at the top of the wainscot- | 
ing tocorrespond. Seven memorial windows | 
in two casements each have been presented to | 
the church. The south window in the vesti- | 
bule reads: ‘ In memory of Thomas L. Spen- | 
cer and his wife, Hannah H. Spencer.’ The | 
north window was ‘ Presented by S. L. Til- | 
linghast in memory of Rev. J. B. Smith, | 
A. M., B. D., the pastor under whose energet- 
ie labors the repairs of 1890 were accom- | 
plished.’ Above the door is a semi circle | 
window given by the church, and above this 
is acircle window, in the centre of which are 
the Greek letters — Alpha and Omega, 
and Chi and Rho — beneath which is 
the monogram of the donor, John Cornell. 
In the audience-room, the first memorial | 
window on the north side has no inscription, 
but was presented by S. F. Crompton; the 
second, on the first Casement, has the inscrip- 
tion: ‘Father. In memoriam. Col. George | 
W. T. Allen. 1809—1877;’° the second, 
‘Mother. In memoriam. Ann Allen. 1817 
— 1842.’ The third window is ‘In memori- 
am. Erasmus D. Blakeslee. 1847 — 1883.’ | 
Two memorial windows are on the south 
side. The one has the inscription: ‘In 
memory of Susan E. and Celia P. Green;’ 
the other is in memory of him whose whole | 
life and character was a window through | 
which the light which shines from God's | 
holy throne was diffused over and through | 
the lives and characters of the multitude | 
who, in class-room work or in private life, | 
had the privilege of meeting and knowing 
him—‘In memoriam. Joseph Eastman. | 
1826 — 1881.’ Five windows, two in the 
choir annex and three in the auditorium, are 
not filled with the stained glass of memorial 
windows, though one at least will probably | 
be taken at an early date.”’
